connection, directly or indirectly, with the so- 
called Union Brass Manufacturing Company, 
now in the sheriff's hands.

ORNAflENTAL IRON WORK IN CHICAGO. 



THE Marquette Building, the latest and second 
in size of the Chicago " sky scrapers," is 
now receiving its finishing touches. The 
ornamental iron and art metal work and the 
paneled frieze in mosaic work set in the grand 
rotunda is exceptionally fine, the former being 
produced by the Winslow Bros. Co., of Chicago, 
and the latter by Tiffany, of New York, and both 
are as fine examples of American design and 
workmanship as exist in the country. The ele- 
vator screens, grilles and door plates are of cast 
statuary bronze in chaste design, the former 
highly polished, the design being enriched by 
large panels in bronze bearing portaits of Mar- 
quette and his associates and noted Indians, the 
work of our -American sculptor, Edward 
Kemeys. There are twenty-two of these por- 
trait panels, one being set over the gate to each 
elevator on the first and second floor and all in 
full view from the mosaic pavement of the 
rotunda. Over the main entrance to the building 
are three other and larger panels of bronze, rep- 
resenting in low relief scenes in the adventur- 
ous voyage of the missionary. These are by 
Henry McNeal, another of America's sculptors. 
The Tiffany mosaics are set as a frieze in the 
balcony front of the second floor of the rotunda. 
They cover an area of one hundred and twelve 
feet in length and four feet in height. . The 
panels are decorative and pictorial, two of the 
larger depicting scenes realistically set forth, and 
the others medallion portraits. The larger 
panels are connected by corner pieces bearing the 
coat of arms of France, Indian trophies, etc., 
decoratively treated. The walls and ceiling of 
the rotunda are of Italian marble artistically 
treated. The ensemble is strikingly beautiful.

Another advantage is that the decoration, being 
executed on solid lights, has the advantage over 
leaded glass in that it will not develop leakages, 
which is apt to be the case sooner or later with 
all leaded glass.

The design is outlined 
either in black or lead and the colors then placed 
thereon in translucent vitrifying coloring and 
subjected to firing in a kiln built expressly for 
this work. The new glass is particularly adapted 
for small partition, transom, side and marginal- 
lights, but can be made in sizes up to 30 x 40 in. 
if necessary. The price varies from seventy-five 
cents per square feet upwards, governed by the 
number of lights, sizes, etc. Samples of this

PICTURE AND CORNICE HOLDINGS. 

THE extensive use of picture and cornice 
moldings in modern interiors has devel- 
oped an immense business in these artistic 
and popular adjuncts to mural decoration.

Where such a serious defect has been 
consummated the ordinary practice is to place 
in the angle of the walls and ceiling a cornice 
composed of three different members, the two 
outer members of which are alike in form and 
color. The intermediate member is a plain 
recessed surface, in which the darkest color in 
the apartment is repeated. Of course much 
more elaborate moldings can be employed in 
the decoration of cornices, and there is no limit 
to the variety of shapes that can be produced. 
One of the best known manufacturers of artistic 
moldings is Mr. Geo.

EXPOSITION OF INDUSTRIES AND FINE ARTS OF 
HEXICO, 1896. 

THE Federal Government has obligated itself 
to admit free of duty all materials and 
machinery for any buildings to be erected 
on the Exposition grounds, or the entire build- 
ings imported for erection there, and, further- 
more, it is expected that all building material 
used in construction of exhibition buildings and 
buildings entire for exhibition will be carried 
by the railroad at one-half the regular tariff on 
same. 

To this very important fact we desire to call 
the attention of builders and dealers and manu- 
facturers of lumber, machinery, hardware, glass- 
ware, metal roofing and building material. 
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It can readily be seen that there is open to our 
merchants a large and profitable field for their 
manufactures, taking in consideration the fact 
that at present there is in Mexico a great dearth 
of building material, the prices of which, under 
the tariff, were high. 

The Exposition grounds will embrace an area 
of about six hundred acres, and there will be 
ample space provided for the construction of

It is projected that a large hotel on the Ameri- 
can plan shall be erected on the grounds for the 
accommodation of such visitors as prefer the 
comforts of American civilization, and it is 
understood that this hotel will remain permanent, 
it being located in the suburbs, in close proximity 
to the city. 

The Exposition will undoubtedly create a large 
demand for portable buildings, such as cabins, 
kiosks, stations, ticket offices, etc., which could 
be easily transported and readily sold at the 
close of the Exposition. 

As contracts will be made for the erection of 
all of the main buildings of the Exposition as well 
as the buildings for concessionaires and others 
connected with the Exposition, a great and 
legitimate profit could be realized by the forma- 
tion of a stock company which could handle all 
of these contracts, and parties desiring to sub- 
scribe to the company could in lieu of cash 
furnish merchandise and material. 

The advantage derived from the liberal 
privileges granted by the Mexican Government 
to our merchants on the occasion of this Exposi- 
tion are such as should be eagerly sought for by 
those who have the interests of the advancement 
of American commerce at heart.
